Icenour Denied 
Trial Transcript 


LISBON - William E. Icen 
hour.

Allergy Sufferer? Use Aspirin Cautiously 


Some 27 million 
p ou nds of 
asp irin 
are 
sonsu med 
ev ery 
y ear, an amou nt su fficient to 
treat ov er 17 billion headaches, 
and 
more 
than 
a 
few 
t o ot haches. 
It 
is 
more 
widely 
u sed 
than any oth­ 
er p ain killer 
becau se 
It’s 
cheap 
and 
a v a i lable, 
and 
there’s 
i>r. Rnu id'tadt 
little fear of 
addiction or side reactions. Yet 
asp irin is the most common 
dru g in u se which cau ses sev ­ 
ere allergic reactions. 


It’s a lot easier to swallow 
a cou p le of asp irin, and a lot 
less ex p ensiv e, than to see y ou r i 
dentist. Besides there’s alway s 
hop e that both the p ain and the 
dentist will disap p ear 
p erma­ 
nently . 
Bu t while asp irin is gener­ 
ally safe to u se, for those who 
(hav e i history of allergy , i.e. 
sensitiv ity to dru gs, food, ani­ 
mals, p lants, du st, etc., it can 
hav e striking and distressing, 
and sometimes dangerou s, ef­ 
fects: swelling and itching in­ 
v olv ing face, tongu e, lip s, p al­ 
ate. ey elids and mu cou s mem­ 
brane in the nru th and other 
p arts of the body . 
EM ASTHMATIC su fferers it 


can p rodu ce a su dden attack. 
And swelling of the tongu e and 
lamy x can cau se an alarming 
feeling of choking — not being 
able to swallow or breathe. 
Ep inep hrine is the accep ted 
remedy for relief of these sy mp ­ 
toms, bu t the best remedy is 
p rev ention. If y ou hav e a his­ 
tory 
of 
allergy , 
make this 
known to y ou r dentist so that 
he can p rescribe a dru g or 
combination of dru gs that are 
safer for y ou . 


SOME PATIFiNTS u se asp irin 
to kill p ain by ap p ly ing tablets 
directly to the gu ms nex t to 
an aching tooth. This Is dan­ 
gerou s becau se acid from as­ 
p irin destroy s 
mou th 
tissu es. 
It begins with bu rning sensa­ 
tion, then swelling, 
then 
the 
tissu e breaks down, leav ing a 
p u nched ou t. gray ish white sore 
that sometimes bleeds, bu t is 
u su ally qu ite p ainfu l. 
Relief dep ends on remov ing 


the insu lt, that is the dru g, 
and rinsing with mild mou th­ 
wash, su ch as sodiu m bicarbi- 
nate, jbou t a tip of a teasp oon 
in a qu arter glass of warm 
water. At times antibiotics are 
necessary to treat secondary 
infection.

The medical director p ointed 
ou t there has been a 41 p er 
cent increase in the nu mber of 
diagnostic Mantou x tests giv en 
in the first 11 months this y ear 
as comp ared to all of last y ear. 
A total of 2.6 04 tests were giv ­ 
en throu gh Nov . 30, 76 2 more 
than were administered in all 
of 196 6 . and an increase of al­ 
most 9 0 p er cent ov er the nu m­ 
ber giv en in 1964. 
The increase p rimarily is du e 
to a camp aign to enforce the 
requ irement that all food han­ 
dlers be giv en Mantou x tests, 
Dr. Singer said, p ointing ou t *t 
is concentrated chiefly on v ol­ 
u nteer workers at refreshment 
booths at athletic ev ents, school 
fu nctions, street fairs and sim­ 
ilar p u blic gatherings. 


ALL 
FOOD 
HANDLERS, 
school bu s driv ers and teach­ 
ers who hav e not had a nega 
tiv e X-ray within a y ear are 
requ ired to take the test, the 
p hy sician ex p lained. Howev er, 
any cou nty resident who desires 
can receiv e the test at the clin­ 
ic which is op en from 8 a.m. to 
4 p .m. Monday s throu gh Fri­ 
day s and from 8 a.m. to noon 
on Satu rday s. 
The chief benefit is locating 
p ersons with p ositiv e reactions 
so that chest X-ray s can be 
taken to determine if they hav e

Besides the obv iou s benefit of 
catching the disease in its ear­ 
ly stages, another v ital fu nction 
is to redu ce the nu mber of con­ 
tacts 
between 
those infected 
and those who do not hav e the 
disease. 
Some p eop le react p ositiv ely 
to the Mantou x test, which in­ 
dicates the bacteria is in the 
sy stem bu t does not mean they 
hav e an activ e case of tu bercu ­ 
losis.

A step p ed-u p camp aign by the 
Colu mbiana Cou nty Tu bercu los­ 
is Clinic to detect p ossible cases 
is p ay ing off in a beneficial 
way for cou nty residents. 
The 18 -y ear-old clinic, locat­ 
ed on the third floor of the 
Cou rthou se at 
Lisbon, is the 
only au thorized agency in the 
cou nty for control of the lu ng 
i’isease. Its only sou rce of fu nds 
s a 0.4 of a mill tax lev y , 
which was renewed at the Nov . 
7 election. 
It y ields rou ghly 
$109 ,000 a y ear. 
The TB Clinic p erforms many 
functio ns witho ut cha rg e to 
de­ 
tect, control and eradicate the 
disease, bu t ma ny co unty resi­ 
dents are u naware of its work. 


AMONG TWO OF ITS least- 
known activ ities are p rov iding 
fu nds to cov er hosp ital care for 
all cou nty residents hosp italiz­ 
ed with tu bercu losis, and fu r­ 
nishing medicines for some 
150 
p atients taking anti-tu bercu los­ 
is medication at home. It costs 
the clinic $24 a day for p a­ 
tients at the Ohio Tu bercu losis 
hosp ital in Colu mbu s. 
Dr. M. K Singer, who wears 
twe hats as medical director 
of the clinic and as cou nty 
health commissioner, ex p lained 
the clinic and the Cou nty Health 
Dep artment are sep arate or­ 
ganizations. 
The clinic’s op erations are 
u nder the control of three tru s­ 
tees with Felix Bu tch of Lisbon 
as chairman and Dr. 
F. 
R. 
Crowgey of Salem and James 
Sigler of East 
Liv erp ool 
as 
members.

These co nditio ns are stiff to the po int o f en- 
cr aching o n a natio n’s so v ereig nty , bu t the 
situ atio n is so g rav e Britain has no alternativ e. 
Failu re to g ain the ex tra credit wo uld hav e 
led to fu rther dev alu atio n o f the po u nd and 


co mplete chao s. 
It is interesting to no te that facto rs bring ing 
cn dev alu atio n inclu des a balance o f pay ments 
deficit, refu sal o f bu siness and labo r to ex er­ 
cise restraint in wag e and price demands and 
a deficit o peratio n by the g o v ernment. 


So und fam iliar? 
The United States faces a bu dg et deficit 
aro u nd the $20-bilik>n lev el nex t y ear. Balance 
o f pay ments is a chro nic pro blem. Taking a 
cu e fro m federal fiscal irrespo nsibility , labo r 
u nio ns hav e demanded ex ho rbitant wag es and 
bu siness is passing co sts to co nsu mers. 
The key to eco no mic g ro wth is keeping wag e 
demands in line with pro du ctiv ity . In America 
this so u nd appro ach has been replaced with a 
disa stru s wag e spiral. 


Fro m a g o v ernmental standpo int, the mag ic 
elix ir to cu re all eco no mic ills is an increase in 
tax es. That idea has been sidetracked in Ho u se 
debate this y ear. 


Freezing o f wag es, u nemplo y ment, scarcity 
o f g o o ds, hig her prices o n impo rts all can re ­ 
su lt f r m financial fo o lishness. Then co mes de­ 
v alu atio n and its ills. 
The sim ilarity between British and American 
financial wo es g iv es the U.S tax pay er so me­ 
thing to think abo u t—wo u ld y o u believ e the 
shiv ers?

Predicting rio ts all the way fro m Newark to 
the 
San Francisco Bay area u nless the co n­ 
stru ctio n u nio ns really admitted larg e nu mbers 
cf Neg ro es, Wilkins said the time had co me fo r 
the natio nal AFL-CIO leadrrship to sto p talking 
and beg in cracking do wn o n its affiliated u nio ns 
which still had bu t two o r three Neg ro es in lo ­ 
cals with mem berships o f tho u sands. 


After co u nting o ff lo cal u p n lo cal in Newark, 
Clev eland, Cincinnati and San Francisco Bay 
area cities which had cne o r two — o r no — 
Neg ro es, Wilkins, with Geo rg e Meany sitting 
bu t a feew feet fro m him o n the stag e, said: 
"It (co mpliance with o pen mem bership reg u ­ 
latio ns and reso lu tio ns) has been a co nserv atio n 
piece. It has been o bserv ed by po werfu l and im­ 
po rtant u nio ns o nly in the breach o r, at best, 
with a g ru dg ing fo o t-drag g ing to kenism. The 
pro u d po licy o f the AFL-CIO is no t being fo l­ 
lo wed. 


“ SOME OF THEM (the affiliated u ni'ns) are 
deliberately ig no ring , and so me o f them are ig ­ 
no ring it thro u g h a sho u lder-shru g g ing g estu re. 
Bu t the Neg ro citizen and the Neg ro children o f 
the co u ntry are determ ined that emplo y ment 
do o rs shall be o pened. 
"So me cf these do o rs to emplo y ment will be 
o pened by massiv e emplo y ment activ ity by the 
g o v ernment itself, bu t so me by a chang e in la­ 
bo r practices 
Neg ro es mu st hav e m o re than 
bread and clo thing and shelter. They m u st hav e 
access to the co mfo rt, the secu rity and ev en the 
afflu ence that is America.” 
This was a reference to the bu ilding and co n­ 
stru ctio n trades u niens who se jo b rates no w ru n 
u p to $7 and $8 an ho u r with fring e benefits. 
Bu t Wilkins did no t co nfine himself to the 
bu ilding u nio ns. He lashed at the Bro therho o d 
o f Railway and Airlin** Clerks, the Bro therho o d 
o f Lo co mo tiv e Firem en and ev en at the United 
Steelwo rkers. 
Then Wilkins hit the co nv entio n deleg ates 
squ are o n. Many squ irmed as he read o ff the 
black statistics and predicted that there wo uld 
be dang er o f new black actio n in Newark, still 
reco v ering fro m the recent blo o diness. 
After do g g edly o u tlining the NAACP’s fig ht 
fo r Neg ro jo bs at a big hig h scho o l co nstru ctio n 
site, at Ru tg ers and state u niv ersities, Wilkins 
said that despite a December 1966 stipu latio n 
that the Iro n Wo rkers fiv e lo cals wo u ld adm it 
Neg ro wo rkers, "no t a sing le Neg ro has been 
admitted into any o f the fiv e lo cals no r is there 
a sing le Neg ro emplo y e within this u nio n’s ju r­ 
isdictio n in the ex tensiv e pu blic and priv ate 
co nstru ctio n in no rthern New Jersey ,” 
Then cam e the warning . Wilkins to ld the 
cro wd o f u nio n leaders and staffs that "We can 
anticipate, with the new pu blic co nstru ctio n be­ 
g inning nex t y ear o n West Market St. in Ne­ 
wark, and o n the edg e o f the Neg ro g hetto , ju st 
what the feeling will be, and the qu estio n inev i­ 
tably arises, ‘What did we learn fro m the terri­ 
ble rio t In Newark last y ear?” 


No r was he less « andid v rtth leaders o f o ther 
sectio ns o f the natio n. 
"No w, the reco rd in Clev eland,” said the Ne­ 
g ro leader with qu iet to u g hness, "serv es to 
po int u p all o f this. The reco rd o f repeated ef­ 
fo rts o f Neg ro wo rkers to breach the co lo r bar 


in the craft u nio ns in Clev eland in the decade 
fo il , wing the m erg er dlu strates the limited na­ 
tu re o f the pro g ress chat has been m ade.” 


First he o u tlined the fig ht m ade by his o rg an­ 
izatio n and o ther g ro u ps there since 1955. Then 


he hit them ag ain. He stated that after an 11- 
y ear fig ht, the reco rd sho wed in ’66 that the In­ 
ternatio nal Bro therho o d o f E lectrical Wo rkers 
(IBEW) had adm itted two Neg ro es.

"Sheetm etal Wo rkers u nio n, Lo cal 65, with a 
to tal mem bership o f 1,077 had 45 Neg ro m em­ 
bers . . .” 


Thu s it went in city after city , state after 
state. Meany , equ ally candid, respo nding to Wil­ 
kins’ statem ent that as far as th AFL-CIO is 
co ncerned, the “stark, bald issu e” is unio n co n­ 
tro l o f jo bs, replied that he (Meany ) did no t 
resent in any way the reo rt Wilkins g av e them. 
"He presents u s with a challeng e and we 
shall meet that challeng e.” 
There was applau se and Ro y Wilkins, o ppo - 
nent o f the ex trem ist and black po wer actio n- 
ists, left as qu ietly as he came. Behing him was 
a "po wder keg ” so cio lo g ical time bo mb. 
Bu t he had warned the labo r mo v ement. 
T hat’s why he came.

LBJ Made 
A Mistake 


President Jo hnso n do esn’t o ften make mis­ 


takes in the realm o f po litics. If he had had the 
adv ice o f a g o o d “pu blic-relatio ns" man, he 
pro bably wo uld no t hav e made the partisan 
speech he deliv ered at the AFL-CIO co nv entio n 
in Miami. 
The President had a rig ht to discu ss any 
qu estio n he pleased, bu t he wo uld hav e been o n 
so u nd g ro u nd if he had av o ided po litical parti­ 
sanship and co nfined him? elf to co mmendatio n 
o f the AFL-CIO fo r its patrio tic reso lu tio n o f 
su ppo rt fo r the American cau se in the Vietnam 
War. 
It was wo rthwhile, indeed, fo r the President 
to call attentio n to endo rsement o f the g o v ern­ 
m ent’s po licy in So u theast Asia, as pro claimed 
by the larg est labo r o rg anizatio n in the wo rld. 
It means a g 'o d deal in o ther co u ntries where 
labo r play s an impo rtant ro le, to o . 


The fact the natio n’s u nio ns are behind the 
g o v ernment’s co u rse in Vietnam is sig nificant, 
and Mr. Jo hnso n was wise in stressing it 


The President had ev ery reaso n to assail crit­ 
ics o f the Vietnam War, becau se in these pas­ 
sag es o f his speech he did n :t sing le o u t Demo ­ 
crats o r Repu blicans. But when he co u pled this 
with a po litical attack o n the Repu blican party 
o n do mestic issu es, he was weakening his po si­ 
tio n. 
He said: 
"The o nly time they (the Repu blicans) really 
said, ‘Yes,’ an enthu siastic ‘Yes,’ was when 
they co u ld v o t^ to reco mmit a g o o d bill — to 
bu ry it in a blanket o f rheto ric beneath the 
wav e o f Repu blican reactio n. Bu t they are no t 
fo o ling any bo dy , are they ? 
"The peo ple kno w that the o ld Repu blican 
bu g g y can g o o nly o ne way and that is back­ 
wards, do wnhill. 
"The o nly pro g ram that that Grand Old Party 
o ffers Is the rem ains o f what they backed into 
and what they hav e ru n o v er o n the ro ad, the 
bits and pieces o f what scmebo dy else has 
bu ilt.” 
Mr. Jo hnso n said that "labo r's leadership" 
had helped make Co ng ress "pro du ctiv e,” and 
he u rg ed that labo r wo rk to replace what he 
called “ Repu blican nay -say ers” with Demo ­ 
crats su ch as tho se who "helped write the his­ 
to ric leg islativ e reco rd o f the 8 9 th Co ng ress. 
’ 
He declared: 
"And we are g o ing to hav e to wo rk. We are 
g o ing to hav e to ro ll u p o u r sleev es and pu t o u r 
sho u lder to the wheel — ev ery man g et to wo rk 
and wo rk thro u g h nex t No v ember.” 
The President had the benefit o f natio nwide 
telev isio n au diences when he m ade his address 
a t Miami. Natu rally , the Repu blican leaders in 
Co ng ress hav e demanded o f the three natio nal 
netwo rks equ al tim e to answer what they term 
a "partisan and po litical speech” to the AFL- 
CIO c:nv entio n. 
If a Repu blican president had appeared be­ 
fo re the Natio nal Asso ciatio n o f M anu factu rers 
and so u g ht the cam paig n help o f bu sinessmen 
as he deno u nced the Demo cratic party , this 
wo uld hav e been reg arded by labo r as a blu n­ 
der deserv ing impeachment at the po lls. 
Mr. Jo hnso n’s co nspicu o u s alliance with unio n 
labo r o n do mestic issu es raises the qu estio n o f 
ho w the ex ecu tiv e branch o f the g o v ernment 
can deal equ itably with the many pro blems that 
arise inv o lv ing labo r-manag ement reflatio ns — 
as, fo r instance, wag e and price co ntrcls. 
Mr. Jo hnso n bo asted that the United States is 
fig hting a war "fo r the first time in American 
histo ry witho u t any wag e o r witho u t any price 
co ntro ls.” 
He spo ke o f v o lu ntary restraints hav ing made 
inv o lu ntary cu rbs u nnecessary . 
The tru th o f the m atter is that the wag e price 
"spiral,” to which the President referred in 
passing , is g etting mo re acu te ev ery day . 
Mr, Jo hnso n realizes the serio u sness o f the 
situ atio n, bu t he has no t y et reco mmended any 
rem edy ex cept to leav e it to bo tl» labo r and 
m anag em ent to he Id do wn wag es and prices in 
their o wn way . 
’ What is ev en mo re im po rtant is that if wag e 
and price co ntro ls are impo sed, bu siness man­ 
ag em ent no w m ay be inclined to hav e little co n­ 
fidence in the im partiality o f the ag encies en­ 
tru sted with the task o f administering the reg u ­ 
latio ns issu ed. 
When a president o f the United States enters 
pu blicly into an o bv io u sly po litical identificatio n 
with a larg e labo r-u nio n o rg anizatio n, bu siness­ 
men beco me su spicio u s. 
They beg in to feel tnat appo intments to g o v ­ 
ernm ental ag encies dealing with labo r-manag e­ 
m ent relatio ns will no t be based u po n m erit r 
o bjectiv ity o r independence o f ju dg ment o n the 
part o f the indiv idu al cho sen bu t u po n the po lit­ 
ical affiliatio n o f the administratio n with the la­ 
bo r-u nio n mo v ement.
